HOW    TO  GROW 
ROSES 

To  obtain  most  satisfactory  results 
Roses  should  be  planted  in  rich  deep, 
well-drained  soil  and  severely  pruned  in 
spring  befom  buds  start.  In  severe  win- 
ters some  varieties  freeze  down  if  unpro- 
tected. An  excellent  plan  to  winter  suc- 
cessfully is  to  earth  them  up  well,  at  least 
10  inches,  just  before  the  ground  freezes, 
and  after  the  foliage  has  fallen.  In  the 
spring,  as  soon  as  buds  commence  to 
show,  remove  the  soil  carefully  and  prune 
back  severely.  This  should  be  done 
on  a  cloudy  day.  In  this  way  roses 
can  be  grown  anywhere,  and  what  is 
there  to  equal  the  rose  in  beauty.

ABOUT  PLANTING 

In  planting  young  trees  the  following  simple  rules  will  be  found  useful,  and  if  carefully  followed  will  ensure  best  results 
first — Prune  the  branches  back  to  about  3  or  4  buds  from  their  base. 

Second — Cut  off  all  ragged  ends  of  roots  smoothly,  and  see  that  when  pruned  the  branches  will  not  be  longer  than  the  roots. 

Third — After  setting  the  tree  upright  in  the  ground,  throw  in  a  couple  of  shovelfuls  of  loose  soil,  and  shake  this  well  around  the  roots  by  worktng 
the  tree  up  and  down  with  quick  jerks.  The  hole  may  then  be  filled  and  the  soil  well  tramped  down,  so  that  when  all  is  finished  the  tree  will  be  firmly 
set  in  the  ground.
